ia  the  training  and  compensation  of  teachers,  and 
provision  for  an  Increased  school  tern,  especially 
in  the  country  districts,  has  bean  almost  univenal- 
i  ly  adopted. 

Whll*  friends  tr  secular  education  bav*  thus 
been  industrially  occupied  in  broadening  the  scope

Give  any  other  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  country  thia  latent  force  and  it  would 
instantly  develop  Into  an  overwhelming  potential- 
'ity.” 

Wa  must  give  eur  Bible  School*  more  individ¬ 
ual,  intelligent,  inezhaustive  attention.  There  ia 
ns  reason  why  boya  aad  girl*  should  remain  ia 
i  our  schools  until  from  twelve  to  fifteen  yean  of 
sg*  aad  then  gralually  slip  away  from  interest  and 
attendant*.

Tho  CooaervativM  won  their  declaive  victory 
•vc  a  proposition  instructing  the  Baptist  Home 
Miaoina  Hoeiety  to  abide  by  the  action  of  its 
hoar-1  nr  director*  la  accepting  a  gift  of  $1,750,000 
fr»-u  a  Wealthy  layman  In  California  for  mission 
,  work  la  tbs  Western  states,  the  donor  specifying 
la  the  gift  that  no  part  of  the  income  from  thla 
tract  food  ahootd  bo  employed  la  paying  the  sal¬ 
ary  or  etpoaae  of  any  miaoioaary  or  rolporter 
who  dodo  not  believe  in  the  commonly  accepted 
ap>  <•  c  -nd.  mentals.  The  board  of  managers  had 
of*  a*ly  accepted  the  gift  but  some  of  the  mem¬ 
ber.  objected  to  the  aeeeptanee  of  a  gift  with  the- 
log-  al  ten. lit  Ion.  attached,  and  the  matter  had 
boon  Bt.de  an  leone  in  the  denominational  papers. 

Judge  Fred  W.  Freeman  of  Denver,  formerly  of 
“ft*  .a,  and  one  of  the  moat  influential  laymen  in 
tt-'  *-ooven»lon,  laid  the  predicate  for  a  show- 
'  da<«  •  on  tho  matter  when  he  introduced  a  resolu¬ 
tion  la  the  general  meeting  of  the  Heme  Mission 
.llo  re*»,  which  was  virtually  a  meeting  of  the  Con- 
epntloa  for  tho  special  consideration  of  the  snb- 
jo-  -  of  home  missions,  the  membership  of  the

3t>oa  of  th#  board  of  control  In  accepting  the 
H  under  the  conditions  named,  congratulating 
He  hoard  epon  Its  action  ia  that  connection,  and 
1  thanking  tha  donor  for  his  generous  gift. 

Vo  seoaer  had  thla  resolution  been  introduced 
|  th  ia  Dr.  1.  M.  Vaughan  of  Newton  Theological 
j  Tbatltistion  offered  a  substitute  resolution,  deelia- 
tho  gift  nader  tho  rouditlona  named  and  pro- 
lvidlng  far  tha  appointment  of  ■  committee  to  nego- 
with  tho  donor  with  a  view  to  removing 
i4t  renditions. 

>  Dv.  Vaughan  charged  that  the  aeeeptanee  of  the 
1  (i't  en  the  conditions  named  provided  for  the 
'sfs-iwt  of  hervaytrtah,  that  the  home  mission 
"Mhciety  hod  no  right  to  become  n  party  to  binding 
fjhtafe  generations  by  the  doctrinal  beliefs  of  a 
•l*ad  moo,  and  that  Baptists  had  always  been  op- 
]p^ae-l  so  the  imposition  of  doctrinal  rreeda. 

answering  these  objections  judge  Freeman  said 
Northern  Baptists  had  reached  a  milestone  ,1a  their 
d*oam  iaallor.nl  life,  that  the  great  majority  were 
accord  with  th#  doctrinal  principles  named

by  the  donor,  that  Baptints  had  no  rig  it  to  nae 
their  liberty  to  destroy  their  stewardship  of  ser¬ 
vice,  that  they  cannot  ia  good  conscience!  ate  their 
liberty  without  the  law,  that  Baptists  wpre  never 
before  arrused  of  believing  nothing,,  that  every 
Baptist  Church  worth  while  has  a  covenant  tom- 
mitt  ing  its  members  to  certain  doetrlgesjaad  pro¬ 
grams,  that  doctrinal  statements  are  hot  the  ma¬ 
chinery  for  bereay  trials,  that  Ood  'kntw  some¬ 
thing  when  He  wrote  the  New  Trstnnjent,  and 
that  Babtist  rhurrbea  could  nevar  thrive  on  an 
emasculated  religion. 

Dr.  John  R.  Brown  of  Rochester  Theological 
Seminary  said  the  Home  Mission  Society!  had:  ac¬ 
cepted  $9,000,000  in  trust  fundi  in  t|e  Wist  but 
all  of  them  without  doctrinal  stipulations^  and  Dr. 
M.  P.  Boynton  of  Illinois  replied  there  |nd  been 
no  occasion  for  such  conditions  in  tic  past  for 
Baptists  had  been  loyal  to  the  faith,  whereat  ia 
recent  years  some  Baptist  institutions  !ha|  betray¬ 
ed  the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  he  said. 

The  debate  continued  for  two  hours  t>uj  when  a 
final  vote  waa  Jaken  the  majority  for  thj  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  gift  on  the  conditions  named  prac¬ 
tically  four  to  one. 

The  conditions,  briefly  stated,  were-  t<i  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  no  part  of  the  income  froth  t#ic  trust 
fund  should  be  employed  in  paying  the  Salary  or 
the  expenses  of  any  missionary  or  rdlpdter  Tho 
does  not  believe  in  the  following  principals: 

1.  The  inspiration  and  supreme  aoth/ri^r  of  the 

Holy  Scriptures.  m 

2.  The  diety  of  our  Lord  Jeans  Christ,  His  in¬ 
carnation,  Hia  atoning  death.  His  bodily  resurrec¬ 
tion,  and  His  Return. 

3,  splints  Churches  composed  of  thpoe  who 
have  been  baptised  into  fellowship  cn  a  eonfee- 
aion  of  faith  in  Christ  as  their  Redeemer  slid  T-erd, 
and  commissioned  to  make  their  ehief  business  the 
evangelization  of  the  world. 

While  this  action  bound  only  the  fcotne  Mis¬ 
sion  Society  an  effort  waa  dae  to  be  nude  by  the 
liberal  element  later  in  the  convention  tn  secure 
an  action  by  that  body  which  wonld  prohibit  the 
other 'societies  and  boards  from  accept tp.-  gifts 
with  theological  conditions  attached.  I]  is  fc*.- 
lieved  at  this  writing,  hoseorrer,  that  the  ironadrv- 
stives  have  sufficient  strength  in  the  roLvention 
to  prohibit  any  action  that  will  definitely]  commit 
any  of  the  bodies  to  such  a  policy.  8]>mj-  of  the 
societies,  however,  including  the  ForeifA  j  Mission 
8oclety  had  previously  gone  on  record  «s  (refusing 
gifts  where  such  conditions  were  attafhvii. 

The  conservatives  art  tn  better  pojlti^n  than 
they  were  a  year  ago.  While  the  larger  (part  ■  of 
the  convention  machinery  ia  still  In  ;tb*  hands 
of  the  more  liberal  element  there  is  a  decided  ten¬ 
dency  among  the  rank  and  file  of  the  convention 
to  give  larger  emphasis  to  the  fundamentals  had 
it  ia  believed  this  movement  will  grow  from  year 
to  year  with  the  result  that  the  conservatives  will 
ultimately  gain  control  of  the  machinery!  of  the 
convention. 

One  of  the  surprises  of  the  convention  lb  evejy- 
bod  waa  the  report  of  committer  On  schools,  liis 
committer,  appointed  n  year  ago  at  B-iffhlt^  at  t*te 
instance  of  the  Fundamentalists,  waa  composed 
almost  entirely  of  conservatives  and  it;  hkd  been 
expected  by  both  conservatives  and  the  liberals 
that  a  radical  report  wonld  be  presented,  jBut  the 
surprise  waa  not  disappointing.  The  libhrila  were 
delighted  to  find  the  report  aa  ronseyvitlve  in 
its  observations  and  the  conservatives'  were  de¬ 
lighted  that  the  rommittee  was  named :  pjimarRy 
to  investigate  the  character  of  theological  jiastntc- 
tion  given  in  the  Baptist  schools  of  the  Ktpth  and 
to  ascertain  the  character  of  control  whi^h  Rnp- 
tlata  have  over  their  institutions  of  learning.  ON- 
ly  in  a  few  rases  ia  rationalism  being  tnu^h^  in  the 
Baptist  schools,  the  rommittee  believes,  snij  it  w*s 
recommended  that  remedial  measure*  here!  be  ap¬ 
plied  by  the  loeal  constituencies  of  the  Lrhoob. 
The  original  rhartora  of  a  number  of  the!  institu¬ 
tions  do  not  provide  for  near  so  clone  Beiomlap- 
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tioaal  control  aa  tec  tf  tho  Bonn  are  accustomed 

to. 

The  Committee  feels  that  it  would  not  bo  Incon¬ 
sistent  for  Baptist  schools  to  adept  a  statement 

of  Baptist  belief,  feels  that  ao  professor  out  of 
harmony  with  generally  accepted  Baptist  belief 
baa  a  right  to  hold,  position  la  a  Baptist  school  and 
If  ho  does  not  resign  voluntarily  he  should  bo  re¬ 
lieved  by  the  boa  pi  of  trustees,  aad  that  schools 
supported  by  Raptlst  money  and  Baptist  constitu¬ 
ency  should  bo  leyhl  to  Baptist  faith  aad  tho  Bap¬ 
tist  program.  It  i»  probable  that  a  fuller  investi¬ 
gation  into  tha  character  of  Instruction  aad  con¬ 
trol  of  the  school*  will  be  conducted  later  on,  bat 
ao  oar  had  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the  re¬ 
port  of  tho  Committee  fully  enough  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  a  future  course,  so  the  report  of 
the  committee,  alomg  with  a  minority  report  by 
Dr.  F.  W.  Revert  of  Cleveland,  was  received  aad 
filed  without  diaeimaion  aad  without  opposition. 

The  conservatism  did  not  get  everything  they 
wanted  ia  the  rommittee  report  but  they  feel 
the  committee ■»  investigation  made  progress  ia 
the  direction  of  the  general  cad  sought  aad  that 
the  work  of  fully  ^claiming  the  schools  aad  cor¬ 
recting  such  defirlt-arlr*  aa  may  exiit  ia  the  la- 
itruettoa  given  will  be  corrected  later. 

'  The  Caivsraity  of  Chicago,  whose  school  of  Di¬ 
vinity  ia  considered  the  most  liberal  of  any  Baptist 
institution  in  the  K'erth,  la  not  aapported  by  the 
Baptiat  denomination. 

While  Northern  Baptists  have  subscribed  only 
a  little  more  than  *5-*,<»0,0d0  on  their  *100,000,000 
New  World  Movement  the  prediction  la  confident¬ 
ly  expressed  that  before  1024  the  full  amount  will 
have  been  ■ubei  riluvi  and  the  larger  program  plan¬ 
ned  made  possible.  The  collections  oa  the  pledges 
dae  this  year  were  P2.A  per  cent  of  the  total  pledg¬ 
ed  for  the  year  the  report  of  Dr.  J.  T.  Alehieoa, 
director  of  the  Board  of  Promotion  showed  sad 
ha  is  very  murfa  encouraged.  Nearly  *11,000,000 
came  ia  oa  tho  pl/dgee  to  the  World  Movement, 
while  returns  on  annuities  aad  special  gifts 
fraught  tho  total  frcipt*  for  the  year  to  aert 
than  *12,500,000. 

Marked  progress  has  been  made  la  tha  post 
few  yean  la  the  falargemont  of  the  missionary 
work  of  the  deaoniiaattoa,  while  the  aamber  of 
Baptist  students  enrolled  ia  Baptist  schools  has 
been  |wnrtlca!!y  doubled  within  tho  past  tsa  yearn. 
Northern  Baptists  are  faring  a  serious  situation  la 
respect  to  the  number  of  eaadidatea  for  the  min¬ 
ister,  however,  there  being  only  about  400  min¬ 
isterial  atndnnta  la  tho  eight  seminaries,  or  aa 
averagd  of  only  50  studeata  to  the  seminary. 

This  year  marked  the  fiftieth  aanlvt  raary  of  tho 
organisation  of  the  Woman b  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  aad  the  wo*ien  celebrated  the  occasion  by 
raising  0450,000  in  tpeetal  gift*  for  the  larger 
equipment  af  their  missionary  work  ia  the  for¬ 
eign  fields.  The  w*mea  support  by  tbelr  own  af- 
forts  220  missionaries  on  ten  foreign  fteids  aad 
have  made  excellent  provision  far  their  workers  ia 
equipping  them  with  hospitals,  sehooln,  community 
centers,  sad  the  litac.  A  number  of  active  work¬ 
ers  from  the  varioSia  fields  were  la  atteadaace 
upon  the  convent  ism  aad  a  ve*y  favorable  im¬ 
pression  was  made. 

While  the'  Fundamentals  Conference  met  the 
day  before  the  Convention  it  had  no  official  re¬ 
lation  to  the  Convention,  though  practically  every 
one  who  attended  tha  Coafereaee  also  attendad 
the  Convention.  In  aider  to  gtv*  the  Fa  adnata 
tala  Coafereaee  the  largest  possible  scope  aad  in¬ 
fluence  the  committee  invited  visiters  from  other 
sections  to  addrem  the  gatherings  thin  year.  Dr. 
John  R.  Hamper  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Th  colog 
teal  Seminary,  spoke  oa  “Jeans  aad  tke  Old  Tes¬ 
tament  ",  Dr.  L.  B.  Scarborough,  president  of  the 
Southwestern  Theological  Seminary,  disrassed 
“The  Central  Paaeibn  of  tho  Oespel,”  while  Dr. 

T.  T.  Shield*  of  Toronto.  Canada,  spoke  oa  41  Tho 
Cross  and  the  Critlda.”  Other  addresses  included 
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•  keyaot*  speech  by  Dt.  J.  C.  Massee  of  Brooklyn, 
tk«  chairman,  "The  Authenticity  and  Authority 
at  Ma  Now  Testament "  by  Dr.  Jacob  Hendrick 
of  the  Korthora  Bap t let  Theological  Scaiaary, 
“The  Proof  a l  the  Resurrection "  by  Dr.  D.  t. 
g,t  teahouse  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  “The  Return 
Of  the  Lord”  by  Dr.  W.  B.  Hiaaoa  at  Portland, 
Oregon.  All  of  tho  addraaara  were  of  •  Tory  high 
order,  tborooffcly  ortbodoi,  aad  heartily  enjoyed 
by  the  I  area  aadlrace  that  beard  them.  The  ad- 
dreaaee  have  been  published  la  pbaaphlet  form 
and  will  be  given  a  large  elreulatioa.  Dr.  Scar- 
borough  urged  tba  eetabllahment  of  chain  of  eraa- 
gelt  am  ia  the  theological  aemloartea  of  the  North 
a a  oae  meano  of  promoting  a  deeper  evangelical 
faith  along  tie  aptiet  Inetltatlono  and  churehea 
of  the  North. 

The  atatemeat  of  belief,  adopted  by  the  Confer¬ 
ence  on  fundamental*  by  a  rote  at  practically 
five  to  one,  la  aa  follow*:

The  adoption  at  a  creed  to  which  allegiance  ia 
demanded  would  be  centrary  to  ear  hietorir  Bap- 
tint  priaciplea  aad  repugnant  to  our  dee  pert  apir- 
itaal  inrtincta.  On  the  other  hand  the  adoption 
ef  a  roafesaiea  at  faith  aa  a  standard  about  which 
ear  Baptiet  paople  may  rally,  ia  conaiatcat  with  the 
practice  of  oer  ft  there  from  the  earlieet  dry,  of 
our  denominational  hiltary.  Living  it  a  day  of 
doubt,  unbelief  aad  irreiigiou  wo  feel  that  the  time 
hai  come  for  Baptiata  publicly  to  reaffirm  their, 
faith  ia  the  great  fundamentals.  As  Baptists  and 
member*  of  rhureke*  eoaaeeted  with  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention,  we  desire  to  restate  the  foun¬ 
dation  doctrines  of  oar  faith  ia  the  following 
brief  aad  simple  confession  which  ia  bat  a  re¬ 
affirmation  of  tho  aabstaace  of  the  historic  Phil¬ 
adelphia  aad  New  Hampshire  Confession!  of  Faith: 
1.  We  believe  that  the  Bible  U  Ood’a  word,  that  it 
was  written  by  men  divinely  inspired,  aad 
that  it  has  supreme  authority  ia  ail  matters 
of  faith  aad  conduct. 

I.  We  believe  ia  Hod  the  Father,  perfect  in  holl¬ 
ars*,  infinite  in  wi  adorn,  men  Corsica*  hi  power. 
We  rejoice  that  He  tearerns  himself  merciful¬ 
ly  la  the  affairs  at  men,  that  He  bean  aad 
answers  prayer,  aad  that  He  save*  from  sin 
aad  death  all  who  eoaae  to  Him  through  Jesus 
Christ. 

1.  Wr  believe  hi  Jesus  Christ,  Clod  s  emir  !*  jot  tea 
Ron,  miraculous  ia  his  birth,  sialros  in  his  Ufe, 
making  atoaemeat  for  the  sins  ef  the  world 
by  his  death.  We  believe  in  hit  bodily  resur¬ 
rection,  bia  ascension  Into  heaven,  his  perpet- 
aal  intercession  for  hi*  people  aad  his  per- 
•  soaal  visible  return  to  the  world  according  to 
bin  promise. 

4.  Wr  believe  la  the  Holy  Spirit  who  came  forth 
from  God  to  convince  the  world  of  aia,  of 
righteousness  aad  of  Judgment,  aad  ta  regener¬ 
ate,  sanctify  *n<!  comfort  those  who  believe 
in  Jesus  Cbriat. 

8.  Wr  bcltevo  that  nil  men  by  anture  and  by 
rholeo  are  sinners  but  that  ”Ood  so  loved  the 
world  that  he  |avt  hi*  only  begotten  non  thnt 
whosoever  belleveth  ia  him  should  not  perish 
but  have  everlasting  life";  We  believe  there¬ 
fore  thnt  thane  who  accept  Christ  as  Sevier 
aad  Lord  will  rejoice  forever  la  God’s  presence 
and  those  who  refuse  to  accept  Cbriat  as 
He v lor  and  Lord  will  be  forever  separated 
from  God. 

8.  We  believe  la  the  church — a  living  apirituai 
body  at  which  Christ  ia  the  bead  aad  at  which 
all  regenerated  people  are  members.  Wc  be¬ 
lieve  that  a  visible  church  la  a  company  of 
hclierert  it  Jesus  Christ,  baptised  on  a  cred¬ 
ible  confession  of  faith,  and  associated  for 
worship,  work  aad  fellowship.  We  bellere 
that  to  those  visible  eborehen  were  committed 
for  perpetual  observance  at  the  ordinances  of 
baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper,  and  that  God 
baa  laid  upon,  them  churches  the  task  of  per¬ 
suading  a  lost  world  to  accept  Jesoa  Christ  as 
Bavlor,  aad  to  eatbrone  Him  as  the  Lord  and 
Master.  We  believa  that  all  human  better- 
meat  aad  aofial  Improveaseat  are  the  ieevi- 
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When  H  requires  about  8T.OOO  a  aoath  to  keep 
oar  work  goiag  you  can  easily  see  bow*  far  short 
we  are  falling  at  oar  aeeda  State  Missions  re¬ 
ceives  oaly  18  per  eeat  of  the  above  amounts.  It 
is  wall  for  at  to  become  absorbed  in  cvnageliatic 
work,  bat  evangelism  which  causes  ua  to  forget  or 
,  to  Beglect  payment  of  our  pledget  aa  we  have  prom- 
;  iced  to  do  is  not  the  kind  of  evangelism  we  need. 
We  must  keep  all  the  fires  burning.  Aa  well  as 
adding  new  recruits  wc  mast  train  our  remits. 

Strategic  Places 

Paul  was  great  on  planting  the  gospel  ia  stra¬ 
tegic  places.  If  we  analyte  kia  method,  we  can 
aee  the  wisdom  at  it.  His  idea  seems  to  have 
boea  to  plant  tba  gospel  in  such  placet  aa  will 
give  it  greatest  publicity.  He  waa  ambitions  to 
reach  Rome  ia  order  that  the  gospel  might  be 
plaated  ia  that  eity  into  which  roads  lad  from 
every  section  of  the  country.  The  Home  Board 
’  seems  to  deem  it  wise  to  employ  such  a  policy  at 
this  time  when  funds  are  scarce.  It  will  be  well 
for  our  State  Mission  Board  also  to  consider  this 
and  while  doing  thin  it  will  be  well  for  na  to  bear 
in  mind  the  consolidated  schools,  the  agricultural 
schools  and  the  high  schools  of  oar  state  along 
with  the  colleges.  There  are  some  high  schools  in 
the  state  at  which  we  have  no  church.  When  we 
preach  to  students  in  schools  we  are  preaching  to 
counties  nad  states  all  at  the  same  time. 

Now  this  does  not  mean  partiality.  It  meana  in¬ 
vestment  of  funds  in  those  places  which  will  pro¬ 
duce  moot  fruit.  Another  consideration  also  ia  that 
when  these  student*  are  educated  and  if  properly 
trained  in  religious  work  they  will  go  out  to  the 
various  sort  Iona  of  the  rouatry  to  be  a  blessing. 
Ws  cannot  help  all  the  needy  places  directly,  that 
la,  all  the  Weak  ehtrehes,  but  by  seeing  that  all  of 
the  large  school  renter*  are  supplied  with  preach¬ 
ers  we  can  help  indirectly,  at  leost,  everybody. 

It  ia  well  to  consider  also  that  if  we  fall  to  give 
•the  religious  life  of  the  pupil  an  opportunity  while 
bis  head  ia  being  educated  we  have  a  more  dan¬ 
gerous  .cltlsen  than  If  be  were  not  educated. 

Self  Support 

It  is  exceedingly  important  thnt  every  churrh 
and  evsiy  student  should  bear  in  mind  at  this 
time  the  need  of  self-support  for  the  sake  of  tho 
weak  churehea  and  for  the  sake  of  those  who  are 

table  by  product  of  aueh  a  gospel. 

T.  We  believe  that  every  human  being  has  direct 
relations  with  God,  and  is  responsible  to  God 
alone  In  *11  matters  of  faith!  that  each  eburch 
la  Independent  and  autonomous  and  muat  be 
free  from  interference  by  any  ecclesiastical  or 
politiral  authority;  that  therefore  Church  and 
State  must  be  kept  separate  at  having  differ¬ 
ent  function*,  each  fulfilling  it*  dutle*  fre* 
from  the  dictation  or  patronage  of  the  other.
